Dr. Dynek was the astronomi¬ 
cal consultant for l^oject Blue 
Book from 1948 to 1989, axid was 
most noted for his swaiQ) gas state¬ 
ment during a Detroit, Michigan, 
press conference in 1986. His 
statement, printed incorrectly and 
out-of-context, brought him much 
undeserred ridicule. 

He founded the Center for 
UFO Stvidies (CUFOS) in 1973, and 
coined the phrase "close enoom- 
ters of the third kind" in his 
1972 book THE UFO EXPERIENCE . 

That phrase went on to become the 
title of a rery popular morie which Qynek briefly appeared in and acted as scientific 
consultant on. 

His other books included THE EDGE OF REALITY (1973» with Jacq.\ie8 Vallee) and 
THE HYNEK UFO REPORT (1977). Dr. Hynek«s only non-UFO book was the 1962 National 
Science Teaushers Association/Vistas of Science book f!HAT.T.ii:Nr;Ta of THE UNIVERSE with 
Norman Anderson. He also authored hundreds of articles for UFO publications, nation¬ 
al magazines and scientific Journals. 

I had the opportunity of meeting with Dr. %nek on three occasions (1969, 1974 
and 1973)f and recall each one with much warmth and kindness. 

His passing leares a big rold in the UFO field, a roid that will newer be 
filled! He will be missed!

NEW POLL FINDINGS: 

Jon D. Miller, director of the Public Opinion laboratory at Northern Illinois 
IkiiTerslty, recently released findings of his telephone poll of 2,000 randomly se¬ 
lected adults late last year, which was sponsored by the National Science Foundation. 

Of Interest to FSD readers. Miller found that "forty-three percent agreed with 
the statement that 'it is likely that some of the unidentified flying objects that 
hare been reported are really space Tehicles from other olTillsatlons,'" and "forty- 
one percent agreed that 'rocket launchings and other space actirities hare caused 
changes in oixr weather.' 

"With 11 percent and 12 percent, respectlwely, saying they weren't sure about 
the two statements, that left less than 30 percent disagreeing in both oases. Miller 
said that suggests, 'a substantial lerel of confusion between real or likely teohno- 
logles and fiction^ technologies.*" 

Other findings showed that serenty percent agreed with the theory that "in the 
entire unirerse, it is likely that there are thousands of planets like our own on 
which life cotild hare developed," and forty percent gave some scientific credibility 
to the belief in astrology.

.... Leading Blgfoot researcher Qtayex Krantz, professor of anthropology at Wash¬ 
ington State University, is apparently leaning towards shooting a Blgfoot to obtain 
proof of its existence. In a lecture to the Paoiflo Northwest Archaeological Society 
on 23 April 1986 Ezrantz is qupted as saying 'Hlovles can be faked. Footprints can be 
fahed. Hair is Indeterminable. Bsople at the Smithsonian keep telling me, 'Put a 
skull on my table and 1*11 believe you."* As bad as shooting a Sasquatch sounds, it 
may just be the only way to get the needed proof that the creature does exist. ... 
.... According to Ijrlnoeton Thilverslty astrophysloal science I^ofessor Edwin Tur¬ 
ner, astronomers have found evidence of a sqrsterlous object in space that could be 
the most massive known in the xml verse, containing apparently 10,000 times the mass 
of the Milky Way galaxy. Turner feels the object could be of a type not yet known, 
whereas Craig Wheeler, astronoo^ professor at the University of Texas at Austin, does 
not discount the possibility of a black hole. But, he said, "it would have to be an 
Immensely more massive black hole than any other astronomy wovild have led us to con¬ 
sider up to this point.".. After obtaining about 10 billion bits of in¬

The find¬ 
ing Impliesthat the Milky Way is about 70,000 light years across rather than 100,000 
light years, as was ooBmonly thou^t. The Milky Way gala^, therefore, is about 30 

percent smaller than previously estimated. . ..The famous Archaeopteryx 

fossil, first discovered in 1861 idiloh appears to show the evolutionary transition 
between dinosaurs and birds, has been thoroughly retested and confirmed as authentic 
by a team of experts from the British Museum of Natural History. The 130 million - 
year - old fossil has been under much debate because it shows the concept of organic 
evolution. .......A radio telescope in Socorro, New Mexico, that is powerful 

enough to read the lettering on a dine a mile away is being expanded into a network 
of radio telescopes that will allow the astronomical equivalent of "reading a news¬ 
paper in San Francisco xhile standing in Washington, D. C." This network of 11 ra¬ 
dio telescoiMS, which could be in operation as early as 1990, will give astronomers 
clear images of eleotromagnetlc activity in the far reaches of the universe. (News

BLUE BOOK'S PURPOSE: "TO ALLAY HYSTERIA BY. . . SQUELCHING RUMORS ATO ILHJSIONS" 

Air Force Project Blue Book, sxiccessor to two earlier projects (Sign and 
Grudge), held sway as the U. S. goremment's publicly risible effort to cope with the 
problem of unidentified flying objects in America's skies from 1932 throu^ 1969* 

Its records, now in the National Arohires, are still frequently cited as final au¬ 
thority on the subject by a variety of goremment agencies charged with responding to 
publicly generated Freedcm of Information requests. The project has also remained 
the subject of an on-going debate amongst UFO researchers both pro and con as to whe¬ 
ther it was a true inTestlgatlre unit organized to provide useful intelligence to the 
Air Force, or a poorly staffed and funded front-office operation designed to keep the 
press, and through them the publlo, oonvinced that the flurry of UFO activity thrcugh- 
out the * 30 s and *608 was a tempest in a teapot generated by those who had either mis¬ 
interpreted conventional phenomena or had a psychological need to see things which 
weren't really there. 

Evidence that the latter was more the case than the former has recently come 
to ll£ht in the form of a dootimont obtained under the F.O.I.A. by iVP Advisory Board 
member Brian Ihrks. The document in question, dated 1936 and originally classified 
Secret, was part of the records of the 4602nd Air Intelligence Service Squadron, 
which for a time was one of the units responsible for conducting field investigations 
of UFO (or "UFQB") incidents for Air Force Intelligence. Referring to the highly ne¬ 
gative press releases on UFOs and the purported conclusions of "Blue Book Special Re¬ 
port 14 " hy A.F. Secretary Donald Quarles in October, 1933 (a statement which still 
seems to represent the official position of the U.S. government on the subject), the 
document reads as followst 

" TmmiewmED FLYING OBJECT mOOtAM Considering the 
nationwide press release, by the Secretary of the Air 
Force, of the 'UFOB Sunmry and Study' and the state¬ 
ment that 'the Air Fbroe has ended its ^ojeot Blue 
Book', one would Judge that the UFOB program had ful¬ 
filled its goal. This was especially true if one 
oonaldarad that tha mxn)O0% of the PTOgCsm 

was to allay hysteria bv avstenatioally s«uainhiTig 
rumors and niuslona. Reassuring the public 
that no tangible evidenoe existed to support fears of 
an 'Ipyasion from outer spaos'. or that 'radical 
technologleal advances and developments by the enenar* 
do not exist, was imperative." 

Those scholars and skeptics who have previously seen fit to characterize I^o- 
Ject Blue Book as a systematlo study of the UFO phenomenon, please take note.

So with JANAP 146 (B) In existence, and for those that don't know what JANAP 
146 (B) is, lt*s a communloatlon Instructions for reporting vital Intelligence 
slg^tln^s froB aircraft, including UFOs, the contents of which will be classified. 
B:ojeot ’tinkle", the studj of green fireballs, came to an end. The Aerial Ihe- 
noasna Beseareh Organisation (AISO) was femded. B:oJect Blue Book was establish¬ 
ed, replacing Arojeot Grudge, and tiie Canadian GoYexninent amounced the establish¬ 
ment of I^oject Twinkle. And UFOs were still being seen all over the world. 

In the inid-30's the National Investigations Committee on Aerial Hienomena 
(NICAP) was established. Eisenhower was President, coffee was still only a nickel 
and we were all danolng to Rook and Roll. 

The new name for flying saucers was UFOs, and they were still violating the 
air space of all nations. But now the U.S. Air Force had a "shoot down" order 
given to U.S. planes against all UFOs. 

A British BOAC Air Transport hit something over the Mediterranean, and Eog^ 
land grounded all BOAC air traffic. 

Towards the end of the decade the USSR placed in orbit a Sputnik. What's a 
Sputnik? 

Now the world had a new theory about UFOs. That's it, they are satellites. 

In the Sixties there were the Beatles, Rolling Stones and space shots. The 
USSR with theirs and the l^A with the Mercury Rrogram, Gemini Program and the Apollo 
I^ogram. President Kennedy proclaimed a man on the moon by the end of this decade.

"This upsurge in prominenoe for the UFOs in 1966 was the direct outgrowth of 
their dramatic mass appearances in 1963* culminating in the night of August 2 - 3t 
when an estimated quarter of a million persons stood out in the great plains states 
of the United States and watched the formations of unusual lights maneuvering over¬ 
head." 

The Condon UFO Study Report was released in late 1968. The end of the year 
saw the American Association for the Advanoement of Science (AAAS) hold a symposium 
on UFOs. 

In July of 1969 the United States landed a man on the Moon. In December of 
the same year Brojeot Blue Book olosed its doors. And people all over the world were 
reporting UFOs.

The following "mini-flap" caused quite a stir here in the United States. In¬ 
cluded here are two articles, one from the Associated Bress and the other from United 
I^ss International. The AP report was printed in the 22 May edition of the Cleve¬ 
land Dealer. 
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Multicolored UFOs the size of plngpon^ balls were seen in the skies over Bra¬ 
zil on Monday and the government sent filter jets to chase them, the air force min¬ 
ister said on television. 

"Because they satuated cnxr radar system in Sao Paulo and because they were 
interfering with air traffic, it was decided to send up planes to pursue them,” Bri¬ 
gadier Gen. Otavio Moreira Lima said yesterday. 

The air force iamediately dispatched four fighter jets - two Mirages and two 
F-5s - to find the unidentified flying objects, which the Air Space Defense Center 
had located over the cities of Sao Paulo, Sao Jose dos Campos and Rio de Janeiro. 

One of the F-3 pilots reported seeing objects that he said were multicolored, 
Moreira Lima said, adding, ”He reported that 13 of these objects accoiQ>anled his air¬ 
craft, seven on one side of his jet and six on the other side.” 

Another pilot described the objects as "the shape and size of a ping-pong ball 
flying at a speed of (840 miles),” TV GLOBO, the country's leading news network, re¬ 
ported yesterday. 


The DPI wire report, fhom the 23 May edition of the Defiance, Ohio, Crescent 
Hews, gave the following information: 

I^om Brasilia, Brazil, came the report that Ozixes Silva, head of the state oil 
company, was preparing to land his plane when he saw three colored lights darting like 
pingpong balls through the night sky and detected three objects on radar. 

He canceled his landing, informed the Brazilian Defense Center and chased the 
fast-moving lights. The Defense Center went on a- 
lert and sent jet filters in pursuit of the li^ts. 

Air Force Minister Octavio Moreira Lima said 


Thursday six air force jet filters chased more 
than a dozen UFOs and that, at one point, one plane 
was surrounded by the objects. 

He said pilots of the planes dispatched to 
pursue the mysterious objects Monday night saw in¬ 
tense green, red and idilte ll^ts that moved be¬ 
tween 160 iB^ and 990 mph 
and picked up solid ob¬ 
jects on the radar. 9

The UPI wire report of the Brasilian I]F0 sittings also carried the follow¬ 
ing account: More than a dozen people, including a police officer, reported see¬ 
ing a UFO that was shaped like a "large, orange X" horerlng and dating over a su¬ 
burban city north of San ^anolsco* 

"I looked up and saw seyeral orange lights horerlng in the sky," said Sue 
Hart, who was delivering newspapers with a companion at around 4:50 a*m* PUT Thurs¬ 
day when the mysterious object was sighted* 

"I stared at them and they moved on rapidly several hundred yards, hovering 
again and took off again to the east* Ve were kind of Joking around about it but 
then I started to think and I got soared*" 

A California Highway Patrolman, who declined to give his name, said he saw 
the object flying east near Petaluma at a high rate of speed* 

He described it as a "large, orange X with white lights on the front." 

The patrolman and other witnesses agreed that the object was shaped like an 
X, had small green, vdiite and orange ll^ts - and was not an airplane* 

"I saw tiny li^ts in the northeast, hovering along the hilltops," said Ar- 
lett Cohen, a radio news director who was driving north on TT.S. 101 toward Petalu¬ 
ma* "At first I thotight it was an airplane, but then it came overhead and I saw 
that it wasn't*" 

Air traffic ccntrollers in the San Francisco area and military spokesmen 
for air bases in the region were unable to explain the object* 

P^om the 10 February 1986 News A Record of Greensboro, North Carolina, we 
learn of the following incident: Frances Shaw was driving south on N.C. 226 near 
her home in Shelby Sunday night when she had a olose encounter with a "perfectly 
ro\md orange thing” hovering in the sky* 

As Shaw kept driving, she said the object grew larger and the orange ll^t 
it was emitting intensified and began blinking* 

"It scared me to death," said Shaw, an employee of Fasco Controls in Cleve¬ 
land County. ")ty only thoi^^t was that it was going to land in my front yard." 

The unidentified object didn't land* Shaw said it disappeared Just as she 
was pulling up to her house* When the object disappeared, she said it left a 
trail cf smoke. 

Shaw said she was afraid that she was the only one who saw the "blinding 
ll^t" in the southern sky at about 7:15 p*m*, but the Cleveland County Sheriff's 
Department said three people called, all within 15 minutes of each other, to re¬ 
port a brl^t ll^t traveling west to east. 

"Ve've got no idea what it was," said a Sheriff's department spokesman who 
asked not to be identified* The three callers all gave the same description of 
the object, he said. 

The sheriff's department contacted the Federal Aviation Administration in 
Charlotte, which reported no unusvial flight experiments over the area or planes in 
distress* 
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Shaw said she didn't think the object she saw was a plane. At first, she 
said she thon^t It might have been a blinking ll^t on top of a tower. But as It 
grew In size and Intensity, she could tell that It wasn't. 

The Bellln^iam, Vaahln^on, Herald of 26 March 19B6 printed the following re¬ 
port: Two Bellingham women reported seeing a gigantic bank of brl^t lights hover¬ 
ing over Bellingham Tuesday night, but law enforcement and aviation officials did not 
confirm the slating today. 

Robin Henley, 24* and Katie James, 23, both of 1026 N. Forest St., said they 
saw three rows of bright, white lights about 30 feet long hovering at 10:33 P>m. be¬ 
tween the Georgla-Baclflc Corp. mill and Squalicum Harbor Marina. 

The object - which 
Henley said she at first 
thought was a blimp - re¬ 
mained over the city for 
about five minutes, then 
moved "ever so slowly" to 
the north, until It dis¬ 
appeared over the hills« 

James said. 

Officials from the 
Federal Aviation Adminis¬ 
tration, VOiatcom County 
Sheriff and Bellingham 
Police reported no sight¬ 
ings from employees or 
the public. 

Nor was there any 
unusual activity scheduled 
at G-P last night that 
would cause such ll^ts, 
according to Tom Spink, pulp and chemical operations manager. 

Pacific Southwest Airlines officials this morning said the last BC-9 lazided 
at Bellingham Intematloiuil Airport at 10:34 P*m. The last San Juan Airlines flight 
arrived at 11 : 03 . 

But both women maintained they observed the PSA flight approaching foom over 
the bay from the southwest about the same time they saw the lights. They said they 
also saw a helicopter, which seemed to be almost tailing the object. 

The women spotted the lights ^dille heading toward the city on Bo\ilevard. They 
were so stunned that Henley pulled Into one of the Bovdevard Bark parking spots over¬ 
looking the bay, James said. 

The object was a "flat cylinder" with the bottom and top lights brighter than 
those running down the center, according to Henley. The bottom ll^ts beamed down, 
while the top lights appeared to shine upward, she said. 

From the Sunday of London, England, for 2 March 1986 we read that:

UFO expert Tim Good, an author and lecturer, said last week: "It may not be 
pure coincidence. 

"It Is likely that any creature from outer space that is more advanced than us 
would be aware of the significance of a Hoyal fll^t."

The 18 April 1986 Albuquerque, New Mexico Journal tells of the following nys- 
try: Fire Chief I^ul Sorensen said Thursday a clo\id of gas that sent more than two 
dozen Roswell residents to the hospital covild not be identified because it apparently 
dispersed within minutes. 

He said his officers who arrived in the six-block area of the reported gas 
cloud could find no evidence of what it was or where it came from. 

"The men said it had a smell like tear gas; it was an eye and throat irritant," 
he said. "But they saw no cloud or smoke or anything." 

Twenty-seven people, most of them children, were treated for nausea, breathing 
difficulties and smarting eyes and throats.
